Minutes of the Meeting of the Civic 
Center Commission, City of Lansing, held 
on Wednesday, October 6, 1954. 


ROLL CALL

In the absence of Mr. Gunnell, Mr. 
Griffin acted as Chairman of the meeting. 


The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 


Motion made and seconded that Mr. 
York design and arrange for the printing 
of stationery for the Civic Center Com- 
mission. 


Motion carried. 


Motion made and seconded that the name 
of the Fact Finding Committee be changed 
to the “Temporary Personnel Committee.” 


Motion carried. 


A detailed report was made by the Per- 
sonnel Committee of their trip to the 
Grand Rapids City Auditorium and their 
conference with Mr. Barr, Manager, and 
also of the trip to the Masonic Temple in 
Detroit and the conference with Mr. Van 
Lopik, Manager. 


Moved and seconded that the position 
of Civic Center Manager be the first posi- 
tion to be filled rather than the Building 
and Grounds Superintendent as had previ- 
ously been agreed upon. 


Motion carried, 


Considerable discussion developed con- 
cerning the creation of a Convention Bureau 


and the promotion of the Lansing Civic 
Center, 


Moved and seconded that the Personnel 
Committee contact the International Asso- 
ciation of Auditorium Managers in Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, and aiso contact Mr. Scott 
Lee, the head of the Hotel Administration 
Course at Michigan State College, and that 
prompt action be taken in securing candi- 
dates for a Manager. 


Moved and seconded that Mr. Van Lopik 
be invited to come to Lansing at his earliest 
convenience to meet with the Civic Center 
Commission, with Mr, Munson and Mr. 
Thornton, in order that all may profit by 
his many years of excellent service as 
Manager of the Masonic Temple in Detroit. 


Motion carried, 


Moved and seconded that any expenses 
involved in securing Mr. Van Lopik be 
paid. 


Motion carried. 


Motion made that a temporary com- 
mittee be appointed to create a constitu- 
tion and by-laws for the benefit of the 
Civic Center Commission. Further, that 
this committee consider all available ma- 
terial in this work, including the docu- 
ment already presented for study, and 
report its findings to the Commission for 
its approval] not later than its first official 
meeting in November, 1954. 


In the absence of a second, the motion 
was tabled until the first meeting in 
November. 


Motion made and seconded that a com- 
mittee be immediately appointed to handle 
the finances within the Civic Center Com- 
mission and between this Commission and 
its associates. Further, that this committee 
be titled with the name “Finance and 
Auditing’ Committee and be empowered 
with all the duties as outlined by this 
ordinance. (Ordinance 286, Section 4 and 
6. 


Motion carried. 
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Motion made and seconded that the City 
Personnel Director contact the City of 
Omaha in order to secure the list of names 
of persons who have recently passed the 
examination for the position of Auditorium 
Manager in that city and that, if possible, 
to secure a copy of the examination. 


Motion carried, 


Motion made and carried that Mr. Orin 
Davenport of Chicago be called by tele- 
phone in order to secure information rela- 
tive to placing of anchor supports for cir- 
cus apparatus which might be used in 
the Civic Center. 


Motion carried. 


(After the meeting it developed that 
Mr. Bruce York was leaving for Chicago 
that same evening and would have time 
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to contact Mr. Davenport in Chicago the 
next day.) 


Motion made and seconded that Evelyn 
Toler, part-time secretary to the Commis- 
sion, be paid for seven hours of work 
at the rate of $1.74 per hour for work 
completed as of the date of this Com- 
mission Meeting. 


Motion carried. 


Motion made and seconded that the ex- 
penses of the Commission members be 
paid for their trip to Grand Rapids and 
Detroit, 


Motion carried,

Chairman Gunnell presented in general 
the progress of the Commission from its 
inception to the present, and introduced 
Com. Schultz to present the findings of 
the fact-finding committee to the members 
of the Ways and Means Committee of 
the Council. 


Considerable discussion followed the pre- 
sentation, and favorable comment greeted 
the findings. 


Meeting with Ways and Means Commit- 
tee dissolved and regular meeting recalled 
to order by Chairman Gunnell.
